Governor Carter signed his fifth act yesterday, 
the 'one provid- 
ing for the payment 
of cither salary dr commissions to deputy 
as- 
sessors. 
Today Governor Carter will receive, ready for his signa- 
ture, the two main appropriation 
bills which have finally passed 
both Houses. 
The only important 
measure still before the Senate 
is the unpaid bills, and a long conference was held yesterday after- 
noon over that bill by the finance committee and the Governor, 
so 
that there is now little possibility 
of a failure on the part of the 
Legislature 
to adjourn Monday as has been anticipated. 
The gar- 
bage bill also went through in good shape yesterday, 
Senator 
Pal- 
mer Woods 
again being called upon to marshal 
the Home Rule 
forces to send the measure through as it came from the Governor. 
In the House the county commission resolution 
went through 
and will be sent to the Governor today. 
There 
is still some doubt 
as to the legality of the measure, m view of the Organic Act pro- 
vision that the Governor 
shall appoint the members 
of all boards 
created by law. 
Although 
it is said that the resolution 
is not law, 
on the other hand the contention 
is made that a joint resolution 
signed by the Governor has all the force of law. 
Governor Carter will entertain 
the- 
- members of the Legislature 
at a final dinner tonight in the Young Hotel, which marks the vir- 
tual 
close 
of the session. 
There 
is now little work before either 
house, and the 
final two days of the session are expected 
to be 
taken up only in the routine passage 
of the remaining 
bills. 
The 
House could, if necessary, adjourn today, but the Senate still has to 
give the unpaid bills two more readings.

Joe Woodward, 
formerly 
an employee of the Honolulu 
Tax 
Assessor's office, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon 
on the order of 
Deputy 
Attorney-Gener- 
al 
Peters, the act being based on a confes- 
sion of Woodward, 
involving his obtaining' money from 
tax-paye- rs 
ly the use of irregular tax office receipts. 
Woodward 
made a confession of his guilt in Judge Dickey's 
court yesterday afternoon during the progress 
of a case of the Ter- 
ritory vs. W.H. Kailimai, Fish Inspector, 
who was being sued for 
alleged unpaid taxes. 
The climax was something 
of a surprise 
to 
everyone 
in the 
court-roo- 
m 
with the exception 
of the Deputy 
Atto- 


rney-General 
who had purposely 
appeared to prosecute 
the case 
in order that he might entrap Woodward. 
When Woodward 
was put on the stand he blurted out that he 
and one Thompson had both gone to sec Kailimai in 1899 and 1900 
to request him to pay up back taxes, and on two separate occasions 
induced him to pay $60 and $32, giving him in return receipts "for 
taxes" and signed by either Woodward 
or Thompson. 
Woodward 
.said that it was a "job" fixed up between the two employees of the 
Tax Office to obtain money without making returns to the office. 
Woodward 
confessed that he had received $7 on one occasion and 
$15 on another as his share. 
Kailimai was on the stand during the greater part of the after- 
noon and related concise story of the methods employed in obtain- 
ing his tax money. 
He stated that he was somewhat 
behind 
in 
payments 
in 1898, when he "was poor." 
During that year 
Wood-Avar- d 
came to him and asked him to pay his taxes. 
He produced a 
portion 
of the amount 
for which Woodward 
gave him a receipt. 
The next year they came again and he gave them $60, receiving a 
.similar receipt, but not the kind that he had formerly obtained on 
paying taxes at the Tax Office. 
He said he was surprised this year 
to receive a request from the Tax Office' to pay the very taxes he 
supposed 
he had paid when he received receipts from Woodward. 
He went to the Tax Office 
and exhibited 
his receipts, 
which he 
claims were put in an envelope and marked with his name. 
He 
claimed that since then he has not seen the receipts nor did he know 
what had become of them. 
Amana of the Tax Office had put them 
away in the envelope and there were other persons present when 
this was done. 
"1 pray to God, Mr. Peters, that I am telling you the truth 
about these receipts," solemnly said Mr. Kailimai raising his hands 
toward the ceiling when asked whether 
he was sure that Wood- - 
"ward had given him these irregular receipts. 
"I don't want to tell 
a lie," he added. 
When 
Woodward 
was put on the stand as a witness, Peters 
crowded him to make a statement of his participation 
in the shady 
transaction. 
When pressed to give an account of the reasons for 
.giving irregular receipts to Kailimai for tax money paid but not 
turned in, Woodward 
broke down and implicated Thompson, 
say- -' 
ing it was "fixed up between" them to get the money in this manner 
for their own use. 
Deputy 
Attorney-Gener- 
al 
Peters asked that Woodward 
be at 
once committed to the Circuit Court for trial or to the Grand Jury 
for investigation 
of his case. 
Judge Dickey doubted whether the 
proceeding would be regular in the absence of formal charges. 
Mr. 
Peters thereupon took Woodward 
to the Police Station and had him 
locked up. 
THE 
FORMER 
CASE. 


A. 
D.i Thompson, 
a clerk in the Honolulu tax office, and Joe 
Woodward, 
messenger 
of the same office, were indicted in 1902 for 


--embezzling 
public money. 
Jas. L. Holt, the present assessor 
and 
collector for Oahu and then a deputy to Assessor J. W. Pratt, had 
discovered a bogus tax receipt at Palama on May 2 of that year. 
The receipt was numbered 
higher than should have been and 
in- 
vestigation revealed the fact that other receipts as well had been torn 
out of a stub book some distance ahead of the series up to that time 
reached 
in the tax office business. 
Woodward, 
although 
he had no authority to collect taxes, had 
signed the receipts. 
He confessed to having 
collected taxes from 
different people, giving them irregular receipts, but stated that he 
"had done so in collusion with Thompson and shared the money with 
liim. 
E. P. Dole was 
Attorney-Gener- 
al 
at the time, and E. A. 
Dout-lii- tt 
Assistant 
Attorney-Genera- 
l, 
conducted the prosecution 
of the 
cases. 
To convict Thompson, 
a nolle prosequi 
was entered 
for 
"Woodward so that he could be used as chief witness for the Terri 
tory. The prosecution failed, however, to convict Thompson. 
Hence 
nobody was punished for the thoroughly established theft of public 
money. 
Public opinion was divided as to the credibility of Wood- 
ward's confession 
on that occasion. 
Assessor 
Holt believes that 
"Thompson was innocent, but that he acted weakly in not exposing 
the irregularities 
of Woodward, 
of .which he was aware, to some 
extent at least, before Assessor Pratt had been informed. 
His ad- 
mission 
in that regard was coupled with the asseveration 
that he 
"had urged Woodward 
to turn in the money irregularly collected, 
al- 
so warning him of the consequences 
if he did not do so. 
The present case against Woodward 
came out in February of 
this year when Kailimai was sued for his delinquent 
taxes. 
Kaili- 
mai never came forward at the time of the 1902 prosecutions. 
Yes 
terday he testified that he never heard of the prosecution 
of 
1 liomp-o- n 
and Woodward, 
which surprised 
the tax ofiice people because 
the first bogus receipt on that occasion was given to a fish market 
man. 
Kailimai 
explains 
his acceptance 
of an ordinary 
commercial 
form of receipt from Woodward 
by saying that 
lie thought he was 
not entitled to a regular tax receipt when he only made a payment 
on account. 
Woodward,

Bailey ot 
Mnkawno, 
who perhaps takes more

terest

scientific and practical standpoint than 
nny other 
person 
on the Island, 
has 
recently planted fornn experiment sev- 
eral acres ot barley 
oats, wheal and 
speltz, nil of which nre growing fine 
ly nnd nre nt tho present time nenrly 
a foot high. 
H 
consulted 
the United 
States 
Experiment 
Station 
ns 
to 
the varieties of seeds 
to be used and 
followed 
the advice 
freely 
given. 
Tho 
, 
oats nro called 
20th century oats, the 
barley 
Is 
one ot the latest 
varieties 
known 
to agricultural 
science, 
speltz 
Is the newest "thing" 
In hay, and tho 
wheat Is styled macaroni wheat owing 
to Its glutinous properties. 
Mr. Bailey 
selected 
the 
wheat 
to 
please 
the many Portuguese residents 
ot 
his 
vicinity. 
The' 
complain 
that 
the brend mnde from American 
Hour la 
too white and too brittle, not like that 
produced 
In 
tmhr 
old 
homo 
Islands, 
they prefer to have their favorite food 
of an elastic glutinous nature 
which 
cun be pulled 
out and 
twisted 
into 
long rolls. 
If this experiment 
Is suc- 
cessful, 
It 
Is 
to 
bo 
hoped 
that 
tho 
other farmers ot the district 
will 
cul- 
tivate macaroni wheat 
and tho 
good 
old days be recalled 
to Mnkawao, 
the 
days ot 
MD when every field was green 
with tall waving wheat nnd Maulltes 
made

through the shipment of

to California. 
The present season 
Is a good one for

JThe work so far accomplished 
liy the 
Legislature has been 
well done. 
The 
jnembers 
have 
neglected 
no 
duty; 
neither has the Governor. 
True, 
mem- 
bers of both houses 
accepted 
the 
esti- 
mates of the Governor 
without 
much 
question. 
But why should this not 
al- 
ways be done? 
The 
Governor 
Is the 
executive head of the Territory, and he 
is held 
responsible 
for the successful 
admlnlstrntIoi'of 
affairs by the Pres- 
ident of the United 
States. 
If thlncs 
BO wrong, 
If 
the country goes 
Into 
debt beyond 
its ability to pay, 
he 
Is 
held accountable und 
not the 
legisla- 
ture. 
The recommendations 
submitted 
by the Governor 
are 
presented 
only 
after full conference 
with department 
heads', who are supposed 
to be callable 
of, conducting their ofllelal affairs, else 
they would not have been confirmed by 
the Senate, 
and who are as easily 
that 
body. 
Biennial 
exam- 
inations into the workings 
of the gov- 
ernment are no doubt necessary, 
but it 
sri'ould never require sixty days of 
by high priced 
men, who 
nat- 
urally are willing 
to prolong 
the per 
diem 
rate 
indefinitely 
if 
they 
can. 
Neither are sixty days required to pass 
such legislation 
as Hawaii usually 
re- 
quires. 
The Blxty day limit in the Or- 
ganic 
Act 
was 
never Intended 
as a 
reason, for extending the session to such 
lengths, although always considered 
as 
excuse for forcing an extra session 
to 
pass"appropriation bills. 
The law does 
not prohibit a thirty day session, and 
the 'expedition 
with which the business 
of the taxpayers was carried through 
during- - the past ten days should be the 
guide for future legislative sessions. 


BATTLESHIPS. 


is not u fact that 
the prestige of 
battleships has been destroyed 
or even 
seriously 
lessened 
by the war 
In 
the 
East. 
While 
the Russians have lost 
some 
of 
their 
HoiiUiiR foi tresses 
the 
fault 
Is in the personnel 
of the navy 
artd not in the ships themselves. 
Lack 
of' Vigilance 
and of professional 
skill 
must bear the blaine 
for the disaster 
of 'February 
S and of the subsequent 
ones; 
not defects 
of ship construction 
or of type. 
Jinny newspaper critics discuss 
the 
battleship question 
only from the point 
of view of Russian disasters. 
Rut vhy 
overlook 
the point of view of Japanese 
successes? 
It was the terrible delivery 
battleships which sunk the 
Variag and shattered, the Korletz at 
Chemulpo, 
which has put some of the 
Russian battleships out of commission 
at I'ort Arthur and has demoralized 
the garrison nt the latter place. 
Even 
Alexieff 
confesses 
that 
the 
nerve 
of 
the garrison has been sadly shaken by 
Togo's 
bombardment, 
a fact of gravest 
Hlgnificnnce 
In estimating 
thfe 
future 
lighting value 
of the 
tioops. 
Finally 
it is the presence of the Japanese 
bat--. 
tlebhlps 
which keeps the Russian ileet 
of over forty vessels from disputing the 
command 
of 
the 
sea 
with Japan 
a 
command 
upon which 
the 
trnnttpoitn-U'j- n 
of army supplies 
depends. 
Our own experience 
with battleships 
at Santiago 
Is valuable in the study 
of this question, 
but it was 
made 
so 
by the men behind the guns. 
It Is the 
manner 
in 
which any ship 
Is 
fought 
which chiefly determines Its utility; and 
if a battleship has men worthy of It, 
surely the vessel will not be the worse 
for Its displacement. 
The Oregon was 
not at a disadvantage in the Spanish 
war; nor are the Japanese battleships 
in the piesent conflict. 
Rut no ship is 
Bafe, the officers and men of which keep 
faithless watch and put their trust in 
the blessings 
of priests and the magic 
of 
"sacred" 
linages 
rather 
than 
In 
sleepless 
vigilance 
and 
keen 
piofes-sion- 
dl 
sagacity. 


A good thing for the Board 
of Agri- 
culture to undertake would be the ex- 
termination of the mongoose, providing

The Hoar bill provides 
for a 
Colonization 
Burenu In the Department 


of the Interior, 
with 
nn appropriation 
to permit loans up to $1,500 
to persons 
settling on homestead 
lands. 
Governor 
Carter some time ago was 
considering the same 
sort 
Of 
Bchetnc 
for filling the now vacant lands of the 
Territory 
with 
desirable 
settlers, 
though 
doubtful nt 
the 
time 
of 
the 
legality of such an act 
on 
the part 
ot 
the 
Territorial 
Legislature. 
His 
Idea 
Is that if the Territory 
can loan 
to prospective 
settlers a sulllclent 
sum 
to make their homesteads 
they 
will eventually 
be 
able 
to 
repay 
the amount, 
and 
the 
govern- 
ment will 
benefit 
in the 
Increase 
of 
tax vnlues. 
While 
such a colonization 
scheme would possibly bring In a large 
number of American farmers 
anxious 
to start life afresh 
It might 
also 
be 
of benefit in making a large percentage 
of the Hawallans

bill which

in Congress 
is fathered by Commander 


Booth-Tuck- er

Dalny; but there are no lateral 
roads. 
People usually travel on foot over 
lit-

arated by narrow causew'ays, 
the area 
nnd structure 
being 
like taro 
patches 
here. 
Villages,

lated from 
each other by the 
rrow- - 
ness of the connecting trails, flxi such 
a 
land 
military 
operations "are 
Tnost 
difficult 
especially 
those 
with cavalry 
nnd nrtlllery. 
Infantry 
can pick, their 
way, but they cannot move In the mass 
they must string out in single files. 
Guerrillas and bandits find 
thetopog-raph- y 
suitable and an irregular ;fercp 
could be effectively 
used 
In Murtchurla 
on either side. 
The Russians have done well 
to 
In- 
trench their lines and probably 
the'Jap-nnes- e,

be watched, with the keenest interest, 
by mllltnry experts everywhere. It goes 
without saying that they would

Light artillery, trans- 
ported on the backs of mules, answered 
for the

years ago, but it could not be depended 
upon now, for the Russians, vhose

railroad, would

advantage. 
"God," 
as 
Napoleon

artillery."

up a new country; and there Is no bet- 
ter basis, of prosperity nnywhore 
than 
a producing, middle 
class. 
In Hawaii Is room for 500,000 
people. 
We hnve 
153,000. 
All over the group are 
square miles upon square miles of pro- 
ductive land either surrendered to 
Inn-ta- 
or wasted on cattle at the rate of 
one head of stock to many acres. This 
land will produce 
pineapples, 
tobacco,

With a morning and an evening session yesterday, the Republi- 
can Territorial Convention for the election of six delegates and six 
alternates to the Republican National Convention in Chicago passed 
off harmoniously. 
There was intense feeling underneath 
the sur- 
face, and the caucuses 
of districts throughout the afternoon 
arc 
understood 
to have left things very uncertain. 
Results 
arc spread 
at the top of the column and a full report appears below. 
Hawaii, 
the big island, bears all the disappointment.

Temporary Chairman Lane called the 
convention to order at 7:50 and asked 
that any credentials

W. H. Rice

"I believe the Island of Kuuul is

of Mr. E. A. Knudsen."

Cart S. Smith desired to pluce in nom-
